The Senate will pass the tax bill, 
without substantial change, by the 
middle of next week or perhaps by 
the end of this week. according to 
all indications. 


the main provisions of the bill is 
concerned, the battle is virtually 
over. A test vote, shortly before 
6 o’clock, showed a preponderance 
of strength of the supporters of 
the Smoot bill by the vote of 54 to 
13. This vote was taken on Senator 
Smoot's motion that the Senate 
meet today at 11 o'clock instead of 
12 noon. Senator Couzens, who was 
speaking against repealing the pub- 
licity clauses, objected to meeting 
at the earlier hour and brought 
about the test. which Senator Smoot 
won decisively. 

Progress on the bill lagged con- 
siderably yesterday because of the 
injection of outside matters for dis- 
cussion. Nevertheless some Sena- 
tors expect the final vote by tomor- 
row night. 

Three New Amendments. 

Three new amendments to the 
bi:| were introduced early in the 
afternoon. 

Senator McKellar introduced an 
amendment to continue publicity of 
income tax returns. This, if adopt- 
ed. would authorize the publica- 
tion of the amount paid by any taz- 
payer. 

Senator Norris introduced two 
amendments. One authorizes offi- 
cers of the internal revenue bureau 
to give Congress information about 
violations of the law in tax re- 
turns. The other amendment 
would increase the surtax. This 
proposed increase is 20 per cent for 
incomes between $100,000 and 
$200,000, 21 per cent for incomes 
between $200,000 and $400,000, 
22 per cent for incomes between 
$400,000 and $600,000, 23 per 
cent for incomes between $600,000 
and $800,000, 24 per cent for in- 
comes between $800,000 and 
$1,000,000, and 25 per cent for in- 
comes of more than $1,000,000. 

Although the surtax question 
was decisively settled by the vote of 
the Senate yesterday, this vote’ was 
taken in committee of the whole, 
and there will be another vote 
when the bill reaches the Senate. 
Mr. Norris announced yesterday 
that he will seek to upset the ac- 
tion of the Senate finance commit- 
tee with respect to surtaxes at that 
time. He consumed much time at 
the beginning of yesterday’s session 
pleading for his amendment, and 
begging the Democrats to make 
common cause with him as they did 
when the last tax bill was up. He 
chided the Democrats on being in 
effect allied with the Republican 
majority in support of what he 
termed the Mellon bill. 


Defended by Simmons. 


Senator Simmons defended the 
action of the Democrats and ex- 
plained the compromise which Dem- 
ocratic members of the Senate 
finance conimittee made with the 
majority members on that commit- 
tee. He had been in favor of a 25 
per cent maximum surtax, he said.

Asserting that Superintendent of 
Schools Ballou had told him that 
he favored an elective board of edu- 
cation, Representative Gasque, of 
South Carolina. yesterday chal- 
lenged him to go before the com- 
mittee and oppose his bill. 

The Gasque bill, providing for the 
election of the board, was disap- 
proved Wednesday by the board of 
education after it had been consid- 
ered in closed session. 

Mr. Gasque said there were only 
five of the nine members of the 
board present. 

Not only did Dr. Ballou profess 
to indorse an elective board to him, 
he said, but Dr. J. J. Tigert, Fed-

Dr. Ballou conferred with him as 
late as this week, said Mr. Gasque, 
and suggested two or three amend- 
ments to the bill, one of which Mr. 
Gasque said he thought much of, 
and might offer it. This amend- 
ment would provide that some of 
the members of the board serve 
short terms so that there would al- 
ways be experienced members on 
the board. 

When Dr. Baiiou proposed the 
amendments, Mr. Gasque said he 
told him that although he wel- 
comed suggestions he thought the 
school superintendent was rather 
late in offering them. Pointing out 
that he introduced his bill at the 
last session, Mr. Gasque said he did 
so in order that it could be fully 
aired and made known at the time 
that it was with a view to inviting 
criticism that he offered it at that 
time. 

‘Now he has the measure fairly 
well perfected, he said, and he 
plans to press it in the belief that

Eleven Hurt at New Britain, 
Conn.: Ruins Searched 
for Other Victims. 


SNOW ON ROOF IS BLAMED 


New Britain, Conn., Feb. 4 
A. P.).—Seven men are known to 
have been crushed to death. eleren 
others, some in a serious condition, 
are at the New Britain general hos- 
pital, and six are unaccounted for 
as the result of the collapse of a 
brick wall at the foundry of North 
& Judd Manufacturing Co. on East 
Main street, shortly before noon to- 
day. The dead were not identified. 
Tt was at first thought the wall was 
razed by an explosion in the 
foundry. This theory has been 
abandoned and now it is believed 
the building caved in from the 
weight of snow on the roof. 

The outer wall of the building fell 
onto East Main street, piling up 
wreckage several feet high. Fire- 
men, policemen and volunteer work- 
ers tore at the heap, as it was be- 
lieved several bodies were under- 
neath. 

The wall fell out just as employes 
in the office of the company were 
passing. <A general alarm brought 
the fire department to the scene. 
All policemen and doctors who 


could be reached were ordered to 
the place. The North & Judd club- 
house, across the street from the 
foundry, the private hospital con- 
nected with the factory and the day 
nursery on Winter street were turn- 
ed into emergency hospitals.

Spanish Transatlantic Sea-. 


Years After Father 


plane Has Now Covered 
4,845 in Flight. 

Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, Feb. 4 
(By A. P.).—-The Spanish trans- 
atlantic seaplane, piloted by Capt. 
Franco, arrived here at 6:25 
o’clock,. completing the  1,264- 
mile flight from Pernambuco. The 
fliers thus brought their total mile- 
age since leaving Palos, Spain, to 
4,845 miles. The remaining lap, 
from this city to Buenos Aires, is 

about 1,380 miles. 

Capt. Franco and his comrades 
left Palos on January 22, arriving 
at Los Palmos, Canary islands, the 
same day.

The vessel wWas in 
danger of breaking up, but no at- 
tempt at salvage was to be made 
until the heavy seas went down.

They were brought ashore 
by a volunteer lifeboat crew. They 
said that the schooner, bearing & 
cargo of lumber, had been blown 
135 miles off her course to the 
southward.

Heaviest Snow of Winter. 


New York: Feb. 4 (By A. P.). 
The northeastern section of the 
United States tonight was digging 
itself out from under the heaviest 
snowfall experienced this winter. 

The storm, after wreaking its 
fury for 18 hours upon the Atlantie 
seeboard from Georgia to Maine. 
lifted this afternoon as suddenly as 
it had descended and went whirling 
its way along the ship lanes toward 
New foundland. In its wake it left 
a snow blanket varying in dept*” 
from a few inches in the southge 
two feet in the Allegheny meq, 
tains. 

Nearly a score of deaths, son 
property damage and partial dis 
ruption of transportation were re- 
corded throughout the storm area

New Shipping Disasters. 

Shipping, harried by more than 
a week of severe storms, suffered 
new disasters. Thousands of pas- 
sengers on ‘coastwise liners were 
snowbound in Long Island sound. 
where the steamers anchored to 
await clearing weather. 

One ship was reported in dis- 
tress at sea, and another, the Dutch 
freighter Stad Zalt-Bommel, wire- 
lessed that she was burning coal 
from her cargo to reach port at 
Providence, R. 1., after her bunkers 
had been emptied by her long bat- 
tle with the storm. The. Furness 
freighter, Nanchester Producer, 
bound from Halifax to Manchester, 
was drifting with a broken rudder. 
about 800 miles from‘Halifax. The 
German steamship Hanover has 
gone to her aid. The freighter 
George II, was reported standing 
and a coast guard cutter was

Fight AB es were believed to have 
been lost in the sinking and 
grounding of three barges off the 
New Jersey coast. Three men were 
rescued from the barge Metropoli- 
tan, No. 21, which had grounded off 
Asbury Park. Two of the rescued 
men died from exposure after they 
were brought ashore. Six other 
barges broke loose from their tugs 
and were left to the mercy of the 
storm. Some of these were beliey- 


‘ed to have crews aboard. 


Exposure Kills 8 in New York. 


Three person lost their lives in 
New York through exposure to the 
storm, and several others were in- 
jured in traffic accidents. 


At least seven persons were 


' killed at New Britain, Conn., when

Chinese So Frightened That. 
Judge Advises Him to 
“Take Own Time.” 


Ziang Sun Wan-took the witness 
stand yesterday at his second trial 
fon murder. His appearance indi- | 
cated that the end of the trial is 
imminent. 

Wan sat beneath a portrait of the} 
late Justice Gould, who sentenced | 
him to die in his first trial, and fog 
two tense, drama-filled hours an- | 
“swered the questions propounded by | 
his own and the = government’ s | 
counsel. 

The Chinese seemed so nervous} 
and so frightened as he looked out 
on the crowded courtroom*that Jus- 
tice Wendell P. Stafford was moved 


to lean from the bench and, in a fa- 
therly tone, sav: 


Hardly Audible. 


“Don’t be nervous now. Take 
your time and answ er the questions 
in your own way. 

Wan, a flush showing through his 
yellow.skin, moved about in his 
chair and clasped and unclasped his 
hands. At times his voice was 
hardly audible and the jurors had 
to lean forward to catch his words 

The story Wan told on the atand 
began with his boyhood in Shang- 
hai and ended with his arrest on a 
charge of killing one of the three 
Chinese who were murdered here 
January 29, 1919. Under ques- 
tioning by his counsel, Wilton J. 
Lambert, he said his mother owned 
land in China and was considered 
“‘well off.’’ 

He said he came to the United 
States to get an education in 1916. 
He. landed, in Vancouver, B. C., 
with a party of Chinese that in- 
cluded Dr. T. T. Wong and Ben Sen 
Wu, two of the victims of the triple 
murder. He said that Dr. Wong’ 
was a close friend of his mother, 
and, to show how close was his 
friendship with Wu, he said he 
shared a stateroom with him on the 
ship. 


Failed in Motion Pictures. 


After telling of his attendance at 
the Ohio Northern university and 
Columbia university, and of his un- 
successful venture into the motion- 
picture business, he related how he 
was invited to visit Dr. Wong and 
Ben Sen Wu here in January, 1919. 

-. Wong, he said, had asked him

» then he received a telegram 
HEP! Wu asking him to come.

Wednesday atid found Wan in bed. | 
About 6 o’clock that evening, ac- | 
cording to Wan, he went to the’ 
mission house to see if he had any 
mail. He said he found that every- 
body had gone out when he arrived 
at the house.

While he was in the, house, Wan 
said, he heard the bell ring, and, go- 
ing to the door, he found Dr. Kang 
Li there. The latter’s testimony 
that he’saw Wan in the house is 
viewed as one of the strongest links 
in the prosecution's chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence, for that night 
the triple murder was committed 
and Wan was the last man seen in 
the house. 

Wan was quite frank about his 
Visit to the mission house. He said 
he left a moment after Dr. Li had 
turned away, and then went back 
to his hotel, where he went to bed. 
Van, he said, went to a theater. 
When the latter returned, Wan said, 
they both went for a stroll in the 
direction of Union station. Upon 
reaching the station, he said, they 
turned back and returned to the 
hotel.

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PORT DIFFERENTIALS, 


senator Butler, of Massachusetts, has re- 
introduced his bill of last session (slightly 
modified but essentially the same) to prohibit 
port differentials in rail rates from inland 
points to ports of shipment. The. bill pro- 
vides, in substance, that after June 1, 1926, 
the rates charged by railroads shall be the 
same from the same interior point to all At- 
lantic, Pacific and Gulf ports if the ports are 
situated in the same “‘tributary territory.’’ 

Obviously the complaint comes from the port 
of Boston; and the title of the bill recites that 
its object is ‘‘to promote the flow of foreign 
commerce through all ports of the United 
States and prevent the maintenance of port 
differentials and other unwarranted rate 
handicaps.”’ 

Objections to the bill are raised on the 
ground that it will remove from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission ita present authority 
to make railroad rates and turn that work over 
to Congress so far as the special subject is 
concerned. Furthermore, it is said that the 
port differentials recognized by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for many years have 
been sustained by the courts in several cases. 

It is contended, and rightly contended, that 
port differentials work a hardship on some 
ports as against others: and that this works 
material injury to those ports having facilities 
equal and often superior to other ports. A 
freight rate from Pittsburgh, for instance, to 
Baltimore, or a through rail and ocean rate 
via Baltimore lower than through Boston, or 
even New York, is a discrimination against 
Boston and New York, But the commission 
replies that this differential is necessary in or- 
der to prevent a monopoly by a port, due to ad- 
vantageous position. It is claimed that this is 
not such a preference of one port over another 
as is prohibited by the Constitution. 

These differentials are even more injurious 
when applied to rail rates or through ocean 
and rail rates on imports, Examination shows 
that rail differentials on imports through At- 
lantic, Pacific and Gulf ports not only work to 
the disadvantage of some ports, but in effect 
cripple and even destroy the protective tariff. 
Rail rates on impor(y often are much lower 
than rail rates on domestic commodities be- 
tween the same poists in the United States.

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POSTAGE STAMP COLLECTORS. 


Collecting postage stamps, once confined 
largely to schoolboys, has grown to the dimen- 
sions of an industry in which millions of dol- 
lars are invested., Recognizing the impor- 
tance of this mania, if such it may be called, 
the Postoffice Department established a bureau 
of philately, and an office i# maintained in one 
of the rooms of the department in the city post- 
office building wherein are displayed examples 
of all the current issues of the United States 
postage stamps, as Well as reprints of all that 
are obsolete. The department adds materially to 
its revenues by the sale of thousands of stamps 
annually to collectors, who besides gathering 
the regular issues as fast as a new denomina- 
tion or a change in design ig produced, are con- 
stantly on the lookout for oddities and {mper- 
fect specimens. 

Philatelists from all sections of the country 
have been in Washington this week to view the 


| exhibition of rare aud common stamps from 


« a 


nearly all the countries of the world, Some 
of these tiny pieces of paper are so eagerly 
sought by the men who are inoculated with the 
collecting mania that they are quoted at prices 
which approach the marvelous, 

There are other collectors, not recognized 
by the American Philatelist association as fel- 
lows of the craft, who are purely utilitarian in 
their methods. To these men of yenuaiity tne 
triangular issues of the “‘Cape of Good Hope,”’ 
the “Locals of Charleston, S. C.,” or even the 
“one penny black of Mauritius” have no attrac- 
tion whatever. They are after the current is- 
sues of the U. S. A., and last Monday night they 
added materially to their collections. Four 
“tough-looking birds” broke into the postoffice 
in Pawtucket, R, LL, and got away with the en- 
tire year’s supply of the ‘“‘stickers,’’ The value 
of the lot is said to reach the comfortable total 
of $260,000, and it is probable that they will 
be sold at a discount instead of a premium. 

While the philatelic division of the Postotlice 
Department usually welcomes all citizens with 
the mania for collecting stamps, that welcome 
is not extended to the “four tough-looking 
birds’? who were last heard of in Pawtucket. 
But, on the other hand, five inspectors of the 
Postofice Department are after them and they 
will welcome any information which will lead 
to a personal meeting with the wholesale col- 
lectors.

Present Method of Conducting 
Church Business by Many

DELEGATES ARE DIVIDED

An entirely new basis for con- 
ducting church business was agreed 
On yesterday by the Washington 
churches, 
meeting in triennial convention at 


All Soul’s church. The new plan, 
which was adopted after a long and 
stormy session, calls for one ex- 
ecutive council of 22 men instead 
of a multitude of committees, to 
handle business of the diocese, as 
has been the case. 

Arthur S. Browne, diocesan chan- 
céllor, who led the opposition group 
in their fight against the plan, con- 
tended that the proposed system 
Was unnecessary, and would be un- 
Wieldy as it depended too much on 
the individual efforts of the com- 
mittee members and gave them too 
much power. The Rey. CC. W. 
Whittemore, of Valley’ Lee, Md., 
backed Mr. Browne in his attitude, | 
and said the council system would 
nullify the purpose of the conven-| 
tion, and hamper the work of the | 
bishop at the head of the diocese. 


Adopted in Principle. 


Supporting the plan were Canon 
William F. De Vries, of the Wash- 
ington cathedral; the Rev. Z. B. 
Phillips, of the Church of the 
Epiphany; H. T. Nelson, of the 
auditing committee of the diocese, 
and many others. Their argument 
was that the system was necessary 
in a diocese as iarge as Washington. 

As finally adopted, the canon 
which provided for the formation 
of the council was adopted “in prin- 
ciple only.” and .certain clauses 
were left to a later vote. 

Members of the committee, who 
were named at the conclusion of the 
vote on adoption of the canon, are: 
The Rt. Rev. James A. Freeman, 
the Rev. G. F. Dudley, the Rev. W. 
L. DeVries, the Rev. Robert John- 
ston, the Rev. Charles T. Warner, 
the Rev. H. L. Griffith, the Rev. T.

$100,000 AIR PORT 
MAY BE BUILT HERE 


Commerce Chamber to Pass 
on Availability of Site Un- 
der Guggenheim Fund. 


Possibilities of Washington being 
the site of a $100,000 commercial 
air port if the Guggenheim fund for 
the advancement of commercial 
aviation is used for that purpose, is 
seen in a letter received by the 
Washington Chamber of Commerce 
from the General Electric Co., ask- 
ing that an investigation be made 
to ascertain the availability of a 
site here for that purpose. 


No distribution will be made of 
the $2,500,000 left by Daniel Gug- 
genheim until July 1, according to 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce. The commission appointed 
to study how the money might best 
be used for the development of 
‘commercial aviation has not yet 
made its decision, and its report is 
not expected before July 1. Be- 
' fore that date members of the com- 
mission will go to Europe to study 
the aircraft situation there. 

Following the suggestion in the 
letter, Maj. Gen. Anton Stephan has 
been appointed chairman of a com- 
mittee to investigate the possibili- 
ties offered here for such an air 
port. The chamber was asked to 
present its claim for such a project 
to the Aeronautical Chamber of 
Commerce of New York.

The House of Representatives reduced by $9,000,000 annually, effective January 1, 1928, the tax on alcohol with which prescrip- 
tions and household remedies and practically all liquid medicines are made. The vote was 182 for and 41 against reducing the al- 
cohol tax from $4.18 to $2.20 per wine gallon, effective January 1, 1928. The majority vote was cast by Republicans and Demo- 
crats, “drys” and “wets,” alike. 


The report of the Senate Finance Committee:

Repeals the annual tax of $8,000,000 on jewelry.

From 15 to 20 per cent reduction in price of household remedies and 25 per cent reduction in cost of prescriptions to the public (testimony of President Frank T. 
Stone, of the National Association of Retail Druggists, and Vice President Augustus C. Taylor, of the National Association of State Boards of Pharmacy, both practic- 
ing pharmacists, submitted to the House of Representatives—Congressional Record, December 18, 1925, Page 702.) 


Small Group of Pharmaceutical Manufacturers Alone Wants Tax Retained 


Only one organization, representing but a small fraction of the users of alcohol for medicinal purposes, opposed reduction of the alcohol tax before the House Ways 
Means Committee (see Hearings on revenue bill October 19 to November 3, 1925, Pages 1012 to 1120). 

Fifty-three thousand retail druggists, directly dispensing to the public, represented by the National Association of Retail Druggists and forty-five State pharmaceutical 
associations, give assurances that competition will force reduction in the price of medicines if their principal raw material, alcohol, is relieved of the war tax, which is 50 per 
cent of the existing tax of $4.18 per wine gallon. According to the Internal Revenue Bureau, there are 42,000 retail druggists withdrawing on an average of 40 gallons of pure 
alcohol for medicinal purposes a year. The tax paid on this alcohol amounts to $7,022,400. The druggists pay $5.40 a gallon for this alcohol today. The tax of $4.18 is 
added by the distiller who pays it, to the selling price of alcohol which the druggist pays and is compelled to make the public pay. 


Anti-Saloon League Did Not Object 


During the hearings before the committee (Ways and Means), Mr. Wheeler (General Counse! for the Anti-Saloon League) 
sat in the committee room and made no objection to the reduction of the tax from $2.20 to 1.10 per gallon (proof) on 
alcohol, and made no protest and did not ask to be heard. We would have gladly heard him, and I understood at the time, 
from most reliable sources, he stated he did not care to be heard. (Congressional Record—debate on revenue bill, December 
18, 1925.) 


The Poor and Middle Classes Mostly Affected 


Representative Green, of Iowa: We have to have medicines. Who mostly pays this tax? Certainly the poor man or the man of moderate means; the people 
in general, who use the most of the articles taxed. With the wealthy man it does not amount to anything. He does not 
care whether there is a tax on alcohol or not. When the poor man has to go and get a prescription filled at the druggist’s, 
when a hospital needs alcohol for its charity patients, when it has been prescribed for a sick person, when it must be used 
in different forms ofé¢medicine—and there are a thousand different uses for such remedies—he has to pay this tax out of the 
meager pittance that he is receiving, when he has only about enough for the negessities of life, and this is a foremost 
necessity. Some gentlemen this morning asked the reason why we reduced the tax. I answer, for the same reason we 
reduce any tax, to take the burden off the people. It is one of the first taxes that ought to be reduced, a tax on an absolute 
necessity of life, necessary for the poor especially, because they cannot always go to a physician and pay the high price that 
is necessary in order to get a physician’s prescription, so that sometimes they have to resort to some of these so-called 
patent medicines, which I know personally have a valuable use. (Speech of Representative Green in Congressional Record, 
December 18, 1925.) 


Millions of Drug Store Patrons Pay the Alcohol Tax 


It is not pretended that retail druggists pay the alcohol tax. Some do, but more do, not. The millions of people who 
daily patronize drug stores all over the United States pay this tax. They are the ones who complain of the high prices of 
medicines made with alcohol. Retail druggists cannot reasonably be expected to accept the responsibility for the high prices 
if the war tax on the sick and poor and all other users of medicines made with alcohol is continued by Congress.

| HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. W. A. EVANS. 


SAUERKRAUT A SAFE FOOD. 
HERE are certain foods which 
7 never seem to cause botulinus 
poisoning even though they 
are customarily eaten out of cans 
by large numbers of people. This 
seems to be because of their acid- 
ity. For instance, sauerkraut and 
dill pickles are so acid that they 
are safe. So far as I know, no one 
has ever got botulinus poisoning 
' from eating either of them. Some 
| sauerkraut is not very clean, The 
population of the old sauerkraut 
barrel has been the subject of song 
and story. But the acidity is such 
that any botulinus bacillus. that 
landed in the colony either turned 
tail and crawled out or else, not 
liking its surroundings, refused to 
work. Whatever the reason, sauer- 
kraut, both clean and not so clean, 
are safe foods. 


His kinsman (dill pickles) not 
only furnishes a name for uni- 
versity presidents, health commis- 
sioners and revolutionary soldiers, 
but also destroys the botulinus 
bacilli which stray that way. 

Thompson and Zanner rate the 
acidity of some foods frequently 
put up in cans in about the fol- 
lowing order: ° Goosé@berries, 
strawberries, blackberries, sauer-

apples, apricots, pears, peaches, and 
raspberries. 
list of foods where the acidity is 
great enough to protect the pro- 
duct most of the time, but where 
the product is oceasionally toxic. 
These, in the order of decreasing 
toxicity are: Pumpkin, potato, 
spinach, asparagus, kidney beans, 
peas, beets, lima beans, hominy, 
salmon.and shrimp.

made poisonous thereby. Tne mean- 
ing of this is that in canning, any of 
these borderline products we must 
take great pains to throw away any 
that is rotten or spoiled, or even 
suspicious. 

Perhaps a reason for the compara- 
tive safety of American meat pro- 
ducts is the fact that our slaughter 
ing in standard houses is far cleaner 
than that done in Europe. Even 
at that, Dr. Geiger holds there is 
danger if parts of the animal that 
are not clean are included in the 
formulas used in making canned 
| products.

THE MOTHER OF E. H. SOTHERN 


F all records could be examined 
it might be found that a major- 
ity of our actors and actresses 

came from clerical families. It was 
SO in the case of that great artist, 
E. H. Sothern. 

Mr. Sothern’s father was also a 
famous actor, but his mother was 
‘Fannie Stewart. the daughter of 
| the Rev. R. I. Stewart, an incum-’' 
bent of a parish in the County Wex- 
ford, Ireland. She was also the 
| sranddaughter of the Bishop of 
Derry. 

Mrs. Sothern followed her hus 
band on the stage and was east for 
small parts, and it was while she 
was playing in New Orleans that FE 
H. Sothern was born. His birth was 
recorded by his father, perhaps ap- 
propriately enough, in an expense 
book. ’ ‘ 

In his young days Sothern was 3 
poor prospect for an actor. [lis 
mother’s influence was first pre- 
dominant. He was sent to England 
for study and he spent many years 
at English schools. Then he was 
placed at the art schop! of the Lon- 
don Royal academy with the aim of 
making a painter out of-him. 

But though he inherited delicate 
traits from his mother. he was also 
a son of his father and the theater 
ran strong in his blood. He wanted 
to be an actor and no other profes- 
sion could satisfy him. 

His father was unable to recog- 
nize any thespian qualities in bim. 
He even wrote of him: “Paor Eddie 
is a nice, lovable boy, but he will 
never make an actor.” 

The boy, however, pressed his 
father for a chance and at the age 
of 20 his father gave him some 
lines to say in a small part. As 
soon as the curtain went up the 
young would-be actor proceeded to 
forget his lines and thus convinced 
his father, temporarily at least, 
that he was a failure on the stage. 

But Sothern became a great ac- 
tor, one of the most intellectua! 
artists on our stage, and it can be 
ergs said that it is to the mater- 

al side of his influences that he 
owes his distinctive qualities, which 


are so different from any ‘other 
actor's.

The three major transportation 
companies of Washington have 
reached an agreement on operation 
of motorbuses on Sixteenth street | 
northwest, and yesterday submitted 
their plan to the public utilities: 
commission. 

It has been decided to let the; 
Washington Rapid Transit Co. 
represent itself, the Washington 
Railway & Electric Co. and the 
Capital Traction Co., in the proposed 
operation of a through motorbus 
line from Silver Spring to Sixteenth 
Street Heights downtown, carrying 
local, as well as interstate passen- 
gxers. 

Heretofore the Capital Traction 


Co. has operated buses from Holly 
and Sixteenth streets to Kennedy 
and Fourteenth streets, doing local 
business and the Washington Rapid 
Transit Co. has run buses. from 
Silver Spring to Buchanan street, 
carrying only interstate patrons. 
Both operations have sald to have 
been losing ventures.

Combination Proposed. 


Tt is now proposed to combine 
them and try to make one profit- 
able enterprise. The contribution 
of the Washington Railway & Elec- 
tric Co. to the joint operation will 
be discontinuance of its Silver 
Spring line from the District line 
out. 

‘A tentative agreement outlining 
these and other details has been 
drafted. A copy of it was submitted 
vasterday to Maj. W. E. R. Covell, 
assistant to the engineer commis- 
sioner.
